Summary op Duties. 

The duties of this department are as follows : — 

1. The care and custody of the records of the Commissioners, and their orders and 
rulings, including tithe rent- charge merging orders. 

2. The custody of the Diocesan Records handed over to the Commissioners pur- 
suant to the 47th Section of the Irish Church Act. 

3. Searching for records required to be inspected by the public, and furnishing 
certified copies thereof. 

4. Investigating all claims for compensation or otherwise, reporting upon them, and 
submitting them to Mr. Justice Lawson for his ruling. 

5. Noting the rulings and decisions of the Commissioners, and seeing that they 
are carried out. 

6. To investigate the abstracts of titles to advowsons, and have them properly 
verified. To direct the proper searches, and to bring the same before the Commis- 
sioner for his ruling. 

7. To draft all orders, and to have same duly entered and recorded in the registry. 

8. To act as Registrar when the full Court sits, and to take down the rulings and 
have them made up and recorded. 

9. To tax all bills of costs allowed by the Commissioners to owners of advowsons 
and other claimants. 

In addition to the foreging duties discharged by the Registrar and his clerks, the Regis- 
trar acts as auctioneer at all sales by auction of property held in the Commissioners’ office. 

He is specially attached to the office of Mr. Justice Lawson, acts under his direction, and 
conducts his correspondence. To take his directions on all disputed questions respecting 
conditions of sale, claims of purchasers, and frame of conveyances.

Summary op Duties. 

To keep the accounts of the Commission on double entry system. To record all the 
transactions of the Commissioners in the fullest detail. To prepare and render, monthly, 
to the Exchequer and Audit Department a detailed account of all receipts, payments, and 
balances in a distinct and special form, as required by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General. To prepare and render also to the Exchequer and Audit Department, an 
annual account, together with an account for the whole period of the Commission at the 
expiration of each year. To prepare an abstract account as an Appendix to the Report 
made annually to Parliament by the Commissioners. To make all payments for the Com- 
missioners. To receive from the Bank of Ireland, daily, all receivable orders, and to 
compare them with the entries in the bank pass books. 

To balance the <c cash ” and “drawing” accounts, daily, with the bank books. To pay- 
daily into the Bank of Ireland all moneys which have been received through the hands of 
the solicitor, or which have been transmitted by post to the Commissioners, and to keep a 
petty cash account of payments of small amount. 

Observation . — The salary of the accountant, according to the official scale, is fixed at 
500 l. per annum, but in respect of his previous service of 30 years in the Department of 
Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues in London, he is in the receipt of 800 L per annum, 
under the authority of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury.

Summary of Solicitor’s Duties. 

1st. Enforcement of arrears of tithe rent-charge, rents, fixed annual instalments of 
purchase money and tithe rent-charges. 

The schedules referred to the solicitor shortly after his appointment included some 4,000 
cases, nearly all of which have since been recovered by action at law or otherwise, sums 
amounting to upwards of 35,000 Z. were paid over by him up to the 31st December 
1876. Instructing local solicitors for proceedings in sessions court where tithe rent- 
charges to be recovered is under 5 s. per annum, and furnishing them with necessary 
evidence. 

2nd. Perusing, checking, and approving grants in perpetuity furnished by tenants’ 
solicitor. 

Like conveyance of perpetuity rents. 

Like conveyance of mensal lands. 

Like conveyance of glebe lands. 

Upwards of 400 draft deeds were settled between 7th June 1876 and 31st December 
1 876. Perusing instructions and deeds from the Commissioners’ sale departments. Com- 
paring engrossments with drafts. Sealing deeds and swearing affidavits of execution. 
Assessing and checking stamp duties. Advising the Commissioners on tenants’ rights of 
renewal and pre-emption, and reporting on title. Preparing leases. Preparing vesting 
orders of mensal glebe lands to church body. Preparing mortgages to Commissioners. 
Stamping and registering same. Issuing pre-emption notices to tenants. Engrossing, 
getting certificates for, stamping and enrolling, transcripts of perpetuity deeds. 

3rd. Carriage of sale in Landed Estates Court, and legal duties connected with Com- 
missioners’ other sales. Conduct of Chancery suits on behalf of and defending the 
Commissioners. Ex parte and other motions in Court of Chancery for transfer of stock,

4th. To attend personally, daily, at the office, to receive and hand over dl money 
received by him for the Commissioners. To settle conditions of sale. To attend at 
Landed Estates Court (personally) to draw and give receipts for money to be paid to the 
Commissioners.
